10. Every Colonel, or other Officer in his abſence, Commanding in Chief each 
Regiment, all keep a Book, wherein ſhall be duly Regiſtered the Names of each 
Souldier in the ſaid Regiment, with the t me of entrance, and shall not ſuffer 
the Captains to take into their Troops or Companies any Men until they shall 
be examined by the Colonel, or Officer in Chief '@mmanding, nor shail an 


Souldier be diſcharged but by confent and order of the Colonel, or Officer in C her 
Commanding. 


1r, And to the end that no Papiſt Souldier shall continue, or be addmitted into 
any Regiment in this Kingdom, which we dd | hereby firictly prohibit. We do 
declare thatiit any 2 75 Souldier ſhall be found in ny Kegimerit after the laſt da 

of September next enſuing, The Captain in whoſe Troop or Company any ſac 

shall be found, shall be broke, and the Colonel ſuſpended, and his pay be Stoped 
until His Majeſty shall be pleaſed to reſtore him: And whoſoever shall diſcover 
any Papiſt Souldier in any Regiment in this Kingdom, and prove him to be ſuch, 
the ng, Shall receive a Reward ot Five Pounds Sterling: And if the 


perſon diſcoveri 


diſcoverer be a Souldier, he shall have his Diſcharge, it deſired, and the Papiſt Souldier 


shall be Impriſoned for the ſpace of Six Months; and if any Souldier ſhall pretend 


to make ſuch diſcovery, out of defign of revenge, hopes of reward, or getting his 


diſcharge, and that the Souldier accuſed ſhall appear to be a Proteſtant, upon proof 
thereof, the pretended diſcoverer shall ſuffer the li 


ke punishment as is preſcribed 
for the Papiſt. 
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* 12, And as the Kings poſitive order forbids us to ſuffer any Duells, We do de- 
clare, that if any Officer ſhall ſtrike another, he shall be broke without any 
—_ Likewiſe he that ſends or brings, or he that recieves a Chal- 
lenge ſhall be broke. 


13. Every Colonel, or Commander in Chief, ſhall viſit all the Quarters of his or 
their Regiments every Two Months, at leaſt, in the Summer halt Year; andevery 
three Months, at leaſt, in the Winter half Year: He shall examin and enquire 
into the Officers behaviour in their ſeveral Qua r to prevent diſorders and 
* ExaQtions which (if committed) he ſhall immediatly eſs, and punish ſuch as 
shall be found to Offend therein; and if he find it neceſſary, he shall give an ac- 
count thereof to Us, or the aforeſaid Court of General Officers, And in Caſe any 
Complaints shall come from the Quarters of ſuch Regiments without ſatisfaction, 
and redreſs made by the Colonel or Officer in Chief Commanding ( addreſs being 
firſt made anto them) the Colonel shall be charged therewith. 


All which Onders, Rules and Directions, a do hereby will and require to be 
ſtrictly obſerved, performed and Kept by every Officer and Souldier of His Ma-
